CHINESE SKETCHES. 
3B; THE SUPPOSED ENEMY DEMANDING THE SURRENDER

Axtnoven by no means devoid of that vecessary element in military 
success, “ pluek,” nevertheless the Chinaman’s theory of war is perhaps | 
the most childish that can be readily imagined, Let it not, however, be sup- 
posed that he is indifferent to military glory; on the contrary, he is q ite 
willing at any moment to fice the world in arms, declaring his resolution 
to do physically what brother Jonathan claim to be able to do morally, but 
doesu’t, namely, to lick all creation, Batile-pieces representing ard-fougnt 
fields, wherein whole arbours of laurels have been won by tie invincible 
warriors of China. and where the Celestial arms tinve received an addi- 
tional !ustre—hsve at all times been favourite subjects with the Chinese 
artist, and, asa sequence, must have been equally so with the ariis’s cus- 
tomers, We have seen scores of paintings on rice paper, in whieh the 
English troops are made to eut rather a sorry figure, while the triumphant 
Chinese are Fterally rampant with victory, cutting up the barbarians into 
mincemeat, who on their part are so completely cowed that any attempt at 
opposition would seem to be simply out of the question, 

From what we have been able to ascertain relative to the Chinese troops 
since the last disagreement has been on the /apis, they would appear to 
have rather Jost faith in the efficacy ot painted shields as a means of 
exciting a panic in the ranks of the enemy, alth ugh the shied as a 
guard is 98 much in vogue now as ever. John Chinanan is not given to 
ehange, and the matehlock is still his favourite weapon—it is in het his 
ieid rifle; while the bow and arrow have come to be regarded as 
a sort of Brown Bess, Jt isin siege operations, though, that the military 
mandarins shine, whether as regards attack or defence. OF their mode of 
attack in real warfare, we have not a sulliciency of details by us to enable 
us to come to a correct conelusion ; but judging by their mode of defence, 
we should say that they are tolerably independent of the appliances: of 
modern scientific warfare ; at least their corps of sappers and miners don't 
appear to come prominently forward, ‘Their navy has evidently improved ; 
they have got hetter junks, with a better class of armament, and they have 
also contrived to get an English steamer or two, but their army remains 
much as it was. 

It may seem strange that they should be so extremely inapt at strategy of 
every sort, because they do a good bit of rehearsal. The engraving overeat 
represents a scene witnessed by an English officer, which was drawn for him 
by a native artist. The stronghold which was to be reduced, consisted merely 
of a paper screen, painted to represent a sort of castellated building, and the 
attack ole by a violent beating of gongs, clashing of swords, spears, and 
battle-axes, together with waving of banners, and shouts of defiance. No 
attemnt, however, was made at breaching the wall, either by the ancient 
method of the battering ram, or any other, so that the noise must be 
understood as a preliminary cannonade, and it must be taken for granted 
that the besieged felt the bombardment to be vetting too hot, because a 
mandarin was hoisted on a chair from the inside, and intimated a wish to 
speak to the besieging leader, who came torward to the front, tollowed by 
lus attendants, when a parley ensued ; during which the attacking officer, 
having been the person solicited fora truce, took rather high ground, 
and would not listen to anything short of au uncondi ional surrender. 
Whether his opponent felt himself in a position to resist so illiberal a pro- 
position we are not prepared to say, but must take it for granted that, as 
the exercise is of frequent occurrence, it varies with circumstances,

FRANCE. 

Tue Emperor returned to Paris from Biarritz on Monday morning, and 
at the end of the week was to leave for the camp at Chalons. ‘Lhe tents 
of the Emperor and his suite form almost a village, with a little town of 
stables, servants, quarters, &c., to the rear. It is rumoured that Chilons 
will next year be converted into a permanent fortified camp, and it is even 
reported that 80,000 men will be assembled there. At present the forces 
in camp consis entirely of troops of the Imperial Guard: about 14,000 
infantry, 4,000 cavalry, 2,500 artillerymen (with nearly an equal nuwber 
of horse), and 200 engineers. 

By the Emperor’s special command, the Minister of Marine has issued 
an order to all captains of ships of war to give every aid to English 
vessels conveying troops to India, and to take them in tow when be- 
calmed. 

It is confidently stated that General Cavaignac will resign his seat as 
deputy in favour of M. Desmarets, a distinguished advocate, whose speech 
in defence of Tibaldi attracted much attention. 


SPAIN 
Tre backstairs and boudoir intrigues, which, in former ages and in 
various countries, frequently kept ministers in check, and sometimes over- 
threw them, still survive in Spain. Private letters from Madrid mention 
that at the very moment when the Narvaez C hinet, rid of the Cortes and 
left in peace by its political adversaries, seemed to gather strength and to 
present increased chances of durability, it was startled by the discovery of 
a manouvre of the kind alluded to, and which, according to the accounts 
received, was on the point of triamphing. The Court favourite, the pre- 
sent impersonation of that influence which seems permanent under the 
present wearer of the Spanish crown, was within an ace o! replaciog the 
Narvaez-Nocedal Ministry by a Cabinet of his own composition, in which 
were to figure his friends and allies. This Cabinet was to be called the 
“ Fusion Ministry.” It was necessary to find some name for it, and this, 
it was thought, was a new one, and sounded as well as any. Mie plot ma-

AUSTRIA. 

Tue Turkish ambassador at Vienna has received a despatch from his 
Government, whieh he bas communicated to Count Buol, and in whieh the 
Porte announces that it is willing to resume negociitions on the basis of 
the arrangements made at Osborne. It is said in Viewna that at the Os- 
borne conterences mutual concessions were made, England consented to 
the repetition of the Moldavian elections, and France promised no louger 
“to urge” the union of the Danubian Principalities. 


RUSSIA. 

Tne Russian Government, after the war, published an order for the or- 
ganisation of the fleet in the Pacific Ocean, which was to assume the title 
of the Squadron of Siberia. The Government appears now to have decided 
on increasing the strength of this fleet, a ukase of the 20th July having 
added fourteen superior otlicers to it, who have already lett for their desti- 
nation, and a similar number will be added annually. This measure is 
connected with the efforts which Russia is using to strengthen her position 
in the Pacific. ; 

A telegraphic despatch from St. Petersburg announces that the Chinese 
have not allowed Admiral Paniutine and his mission to enter by Kiaktita, 
and that he will in consequence descend the Amur and present himsel! at 
Shanghat, 

ITALY. 

A nuptuRE between Sardinia and Naples is again talked of 
minent, 

The seizure of a quantity of arms at Naples on board two Nespolitan 
steamers is reported. The police had previously received secret informa- 
tion on the subject from the Austrian police. It is also stated that a

CIRCASSIA. 

Senomye has recovered a part of Daghestan from the Russians. The 
result of the Circassian victories consists in tiis—that the Russians have 
had their communications forced and interrupted between Kiplar and Der- 
bent, that Schamyl has obtained possession of ten forts, which the Rus- 


sians had only been able to erect with great toil and loss of life during a) 


space o} twelve years. This brilliant success induced Schamyl to make the 
tollowing proclamation :— 

“Inthe name of the ereat and compassionate God and His only prophet, 1 
give you, my faithoul ones, to know, that Twill rather die fighting against the

A Lerrer from ‘Teheran, of July 5, in the “ Pays,” states that the re- 
volt in ludia has produced a great seusation throughout Persia, that several 
Ulemas had openly preached in favour of the Indians, and that the prona- 
wanda would have assumed a very serious character but for the energy dis- 
played by the Government in putting it down, At the latest date all was 
tranqui!, Herat was about to be evacuated by the Persian troops. ‘Lhe 
reason Why it has not hitherto been restored is that for the last six months 
there has been war with the principal Affghan tribes who set up claims to 
the possession of the town. News liad been received at ‘Teheran that 
the fag sh had completely terminated the evacuation of the Versian 
Gulf,

AMERICA, 

A pespatcn from Washington indicates that “a treaty arrangement is 
under consideration between Lord Napier and General Cass, for the final 
settlement of the Central American controversy with Great Britain, grow- 
ing out of British occupation of the Bay Islancs, The contemplated plan 
is similar in its general results to that of the treaty made by Mr. Daiias, 
and which failed of ratification, except that the new arrangement will avoid 
the rock on which the former split, by letting England first conclude her 
treaty with Honuuras, so as not to commit the United States to her stipn- 
lation against the introduction of slavery in the Bay Islands.” 

Lord Napier had informa!ly sounded the Administration as to the re- 
appointment of Mr. Barclay as Britis! Consul at New York. The reply 
was “that the Government could not tyke the initiative in restoring Mr, 
Barclay to the position which he had lost.” 

On the reiterated demand of France and England, the Government of 
Uruguay has just authorised the nomination of a mixed commission to 
arrange the claims of the subjects of those two nations. 

The Indians have committed ravages in Kansas, At Leavenworth, in 
Kansas, much excitement existed, growing out of the robbery and murder 
of a man named Steptiens. Two men named Baines and Quarles were ar. 
rested, charged with the murder, and their confession disclosed the exist- 
ence of a regularly-organised band of robbers and murderers. Several 
apparently-respectuble citizens are implicated as confidents of the band. 
Baines and Quarles were hung under Lynch law,

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AUSTRALIA

FIGUTING BEFORE DELI. 

An officer in the besieging force be'ore Delui gives a narrative of the 
“various scrimmages” before Delhi. Le says :— 

“trom the 9th to the 8th (June) we were out every day once or twice, the 
eneny coming ent about 3,000 strong, exeh time with infantry, cavalry, and two 
or three light field-guns. We always drove the enemy back. 1 don’t believe 
many of thers were killed tillthe 13th. On that day an immense number met 
with the tate they so richly deserve. We were on the right of Hindoo Rao'’s that 
day. and, after skirmishing down the recky ground, got into the Subranmadi 
and a serait and village on the right. In the sera: (caravanserai: we came across 
about 100 of the munmeers who lad got themselves into a nice serape, tor 
having got into the halis of the sera they found they could not geale the walls 
and tun for it, so were shot down and bayoneted, every one of them. The Ritles 
vor into the village and warden and did their work too. We learnt trem our 
ety spies next day that of 4.000 who came out 500 were left dead and 500 were 
carried back so badly wounded that they did by twenties and thirties, having 
nodoctors. . 2... On the 19 h they came out again, laving reevived reintorce- 
wents, whieh they immedisicly sent ont to fight us. At the same tine a very 
large force Went out a Jeng way and tre tte get round into the rear of our camp. 
\ large force of ours consequcntl, went ont to meet these gentlemen, and a tree 
mendeus fight was the consequence. Ouse arrangements were very bad in this 
ight—the cavalry, infantry, and artillery all mixcd up tevether in sad confusion ; 
wany of our men, TL fear, kvied by our side, The mutineers held a capital post 
ton, and their big guns did terrible exeeution, londed as they were with grane- 
shot; untortunately, too, evening closed in on the fight, and, instead of quietly 
reliriny, 80 as to protect our camp, we Were ordered to figut on, and the confi 
sion became terribl at last. however, the order came to retire; mauy of our 
suns were lett on the ground ull morning alsoour killed and wo nded, but 
were inckily allsafely brought back into our camp next day. Ll tea our loss was 
nearly equal to the enemy’s that day. The morning attr the mutineers 
gain came out to try the sume pli as the evening betore, but the leseou we 
had liad made us wiser, and we marched cut in capital order. The enemy, 
seeing this, immediately began to retire, and tried todray ns on into some broken 
ground. This, how ver, they did not succeed in, and as they kept retiring from 
pace topluee, our Horse Artillery punished thea a good d Vinding they 
conkl dono vood that day, they wisely retired, and we returned to camp. No 
losson our side. Since thea (the 20h), besoud atew skirmishes nothing was 
attempted on either side, evceat our blowimy up two bridges, 4 hich prevents the 
feme’s artillery from coming out, exeept by a long round of some three miles 
tothe left and right; but yesterday, the 25rd, we heard that every man in the 
city capable of bearing arms was coming out to make an end of us or die in the 
attempt. Oor information wae correct; at sunrise yesterday morning the whole 
city apparently turned out and attacked us on all sides, Twas with the Guides 
onthe right, and from sunrise to past sunset we fought altogether fifteen hours, 
Sithout anything to eat and only water to crink, We monayzed to hold our own 
well, vevertheless, till about one o'clock, and killed av immense number of the 
mwincers; but at one o’clock an immense reinforcement came to the 
assistanes of the opposite party, and we had enough to do to hold our 
ow I twice fired away every shot we had, nearly 100 rounds per 
man, and tind sent back for more ammunition, The men I sent came back 
vith the fearful news there was no more; to leave the position was covtrary 
toall orders, so we had to do our best by pretending to fire and keeping the post 
withthe bayoner, All this time we were under a perfect hailstorm of builets, 
tound shot, and shell, forthe enemy had brougit some of their light field 
rund and were playivg with great effect on our reduced numbers. J certainly 
thonght we should sll be done for, when, by the greatest good Inck, a part of the 
Tegiuent of Sikhs that had that very morning marched into comp came up with 
‘sel to our assistance; they were fresh men, and had lots of smmunition, so we 
rushed on and drove the enemy back. At the same time we were ordered to ad- 
Vinee as faras we could; this we did, and drove the enemy back ito the city, atter 
Which, as they did not seem inclined to come out again, we retired, it being past 
sunset. Just at this time my legs, stout as they are, fairly, aud for the first 
time, refused to carry me, A man named Shebbeare, a great, big and very pow 
eriully-built giant, was also so fearfully knocked up that he was obliged to be 
rarned up; two of our poor men also were so fatizued that they died from 
exliaustion,”

‘lames, 1 do not believe that the world ever witnessed more hellish torments 
than have been inflicted om our poor fellow-countrywomen, At Allahabad they 
hive rivalled the atrocities of Delhi. L really cannot tell youthe fearful cruelties 
these demons have been guilty of—cutting off the fingers and tocs of litue 
eaildren, jot hy joint, in sight of their parents, who were reserved tor similar 
treatment afterwards.”

Mrs, Cun- 
ningham objected, and his suspicions were therefore aroused. Subsequently, 
Mra. Cunningham finally contessed that she was not enceinte, but was bound 
to procure a child who would be heir to the estate. She wanted Dr. Unl toman- 
ave the whole sffair, which undertaking she offered to reward with 1,000 dols 
Dr. Uh’ declined at the time, and informed the authorities of the conspiracy. 
The doctor eas thin advised to invent a tale about an untortunate patient of his, 
a Californian widow, whowould soon give birth toachiid, and that ona couvenient 
day said child should be borrowed from Bellevue Hospital, under pretence of being 
given for adoption. That at the ume appointed Mrs. Cunningham shouid affect 
to be indisposed, and the announcement would then be made of the birth of a 
young Burdell, Mrs. Cunvingham had secured Dr. Catlin (the physician of Mr, 
Cunningham, her first husbanu), to be privy to the plot, This doctor she said 
was in her power, and she could depend upon bis secrecy.

THE KOOTAB MINAR. 

Tne Kootab Minar is a celebrated remnant of antiquity distant about 
eleven miles from Delhi in a south-westerly direction. The road to it lies 
through a perfect waste. Ruins of tombs and temples, erected in the days 
of the Mogul dynasty, sueceed each other with melancholy precision, Some 
are mere masses of stone or brick ; others have their domes remaining, 
int out of the rifts of these, stunted bushes and long blades of grass are 
growing. 

The unnsual form of the Kootab Minar detracts from its height, 
when seen from a distance, but greatly increases ou a nearer view 
by exaggerating the perspective. Llence, unlike some towers which 
seem to shrink as you approach them, the Kootab, which at a 
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few miles’ d embles an ordinary fac 
torv-« n to aw sublime titude

divided into five storeys, the relative heigh 
of which decreases in the same ratio as the 
diameter of the shaft. Mach storey has a 
heavy cornice of the richest sculpture, sur- 
mounted by a low stone balustrade. The 


three lower storeys are entirely of red sand 
stone, fluted, or rather reeded with alternate 
convex and angular divisions, and belted at 
short intervals by bands of Arabic inserip- 
tions, sculptured n relief, and of colossal 
size. The two highest storeys are mostly of 
white marble, without inscriptions, and devi- 
ate slightly from the diminishing slope of 
the pillar, whence it is generally supposed 
that they were added at a later period. Some 
English officers, thinking to improve the 
work, ¢ with grotesque cupola, 
which was a ridiculous excresence on the 
shaft, until Lord Hardinge ordered it to be 
taken down. 

A winding staircase of 378 steps conducts 
to the summit The view is very extensive. 
On all sides there is an undulating waste, 
dotted with ruins, but enlivened by an ocea- 
sional garden or wheat-field. Low, red hills 
in the south and west, a glimpse of a blue 
lake in the distance, the massive battlements 
of the deserted City of ‘Toglukh in the south 
east, and the domes of Delhi in the north, 
make up the panorama. When the air is 
very clear the crests of the Himalayas, two 
hundred miles distant, can be discerned on 
the horizon. 

There is a difference of opmion as to 
whether the Kootab is of Hindoo or Moslem 
origin, Nothing positive is known concern- 
ing the date o. design of its erection. Some 
suppose it to have been a watch-tower, others 
a monument, others a minaret, others again 
a gigantic symbol of Shiva. Both the Hin- 
doos and the Moslems claim it, the former 
alleging that the Arabic inscriptions were 
subsequently added by the conquerors. 

Ihe Kootab stands in the midst of a wil- 
derness of ruins. There are the arcades of 
what was once a splendid Hindoo temple, 
changed into the court-yard of a mosque 
which was be non a magnificent scale, but 
never finished, and the conflicting stvles are 


mixed together in the most incongruous man- 
ner. The remains of the Hindoo temple show 
that it must have been one of the finest in this 
part of India. The arcades are supported 
on several hundred columns, scarcely any of 
which are similar. They are covered, from 
cap to’ pedestal, with elaborate sculpture, in- 
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cluding figures of the yods, of dog

MARRIAGE CEREMONY AT EMBRUN. 

As asort of pendant to our last week's notice of a marriaze ceremony: 
n Lower Normandy, we publish in our preseot number an illustration of 
he kind of sport that enlivens a wedding-day in the little town of Embrun, 
in the department of the Upper Alps. 

On leaving the church the wedding party, at the head of which 
marches an old man with a hurdy-gurdy, is escorted by two young men 
carrying—one a distaff and spindle, the other a young hen secured toa 
long staff by ribbands, On the arrival of the procession at the future 
home of the newly-married couple, the bride is received by the mother-in- 
law, who hands fo her « plate of corn, which is immediately distributed 
amongst the fowls, and then s basket containing « quantity of round crusty 
rolls is produced. ‘The bride, on receiving this, makes her way to the 
balcony, and from thence, assisted by the bridegroom, scatters ainony the 
crowd of guests the lucky rolls; lucky, because the damsel who shall be 
so fortunate as to obtain one which has been hurled through the air by 
the bride is certain to be married during the year, It is amusing to wateh 
the ardour with which the ewarm of demure maidens, and sparkish 
bachelors, even, rush after the crusty rolls—infallible securities against the 
miseries of celibacy. When the scrambling is over, the party, which 
generally numbers from one hundred to one hundred and fifty persons, sit 
down to a banquet, which is characterised by the most lavish profusion. 
If it should happen to be summer time, a level plof of crass is sels cted for 
the wedding feast, at the termination of which the guests proceed to dance 
upon the spot where late they dined, The heroes of Homer are said to have 
been large eaters, but the peasants of Embrun would, we think, prove a 
match for them, These mountaineers are generally of a sober tempera- 
ment, but on these occasions they eat and drink to such an excess that 
whole oxen, sheep, and pipes of wine disappear as if by enchantment. In 
the evening the old people gather together in knots, while the young ones 
give themselves up to dancing aud singing, wud it is impossible to conceive 
the rustic delight and joy which usually terminates this happy day, and 
inaugurates the career of the newly-wedued coupie. 


Tie Harvest ABROAD.—The “ Times” correspondent in America reports the 
result of an extensive tour in the grain yrowing districts, Ile says the crops wre 
mostly harvested, ana the wheat crop will be the largest ever produced in that 
country.—From Virginia we hear, however, that Lewisburg has been ravaged by 
a hail-storm so tremendous that all kinds of yrowing crops were nearly annili- 
lated) Some of the pieces of ice were five inches im circumference.— The re- 
counts of the wheat crop of France are better than ever—the produce is now 
said to be “extraordinary,” and the harvest seems to be good wm every depart- 
ment. For three years the people of Pans have been supplied with bread ata 
price below the natural level, the Municipality advancing the funds; now that 
wheat has become cheap the Parisians bave to make up for this—they are to 
pay more than the market-price for their bread. 

Tue Bank Roppeny at Tor NTO.—We last week announced that the 
Toronto branch of the Bank of Canada had been entered, and about £4,000 
stolen. It now appears that the robbery was committed from withiu—a« con- 
clusion which was pointed out by the facts that the safe in which the money was 
deposited bore no marks of violence, and that the glass in the window, supposed 
to have been cut by the burglars so as to remove the inside fastenings and enable 
them to pass into the room, was cut by a diamond from the inside and not from 
without. The agent, Mr. Cummings, was thereupon submitted to a close exami- 
nation, his books and papers minutely overhauled, and the fact discovered that 
Mr Cummings had been in the habit of secretly lending the funds of the bank 
(entrusted to him for Government purposes) to various individuals, and that at 
the time of the robbery he was largely in defaull. A change was just about 
being made in the mode of conducting the ageney, which must have led to the 
detection of the whole affair. Criminal informations were immediately laid 
against Mr. Cummings, and certain parties 'o whom heavers he lent the missing 
money, and whoge names are said to include those of several persons occupying 
prominent positions. Warrants were issued against’ Mr Kerby, a barrister, of 
Toronto, and Mr. M’Gaffey, director of the Northern Rulway, Mr. Cummings 
had not been arrested.

The captain, confiding in their hospi- 
table manner, landed and was welcomed into a hut, where the usual ceremonies 
of the country were gone through—that 1s, he was knocked down, and bound 
hand and foot, while au old hag, armed with » broad knife, was placed over him.

Tue AMERICANS IN Cuina.—The following despatch had been received at 
Washington, from Capt, Armstrong, on the Chinese station :—'1 am gratified to 
inform the department that so far we have been able to maintain our neutra- 
lity amid all the complicated d fliculties between England and China, and against 
the pressure of our sympathising countrymen. From the enormous force the 
Engush are collecting on the station, and the arrangements they are making 
for its permanency, it is clear that China ie to be compelled to throw off her 
exclusivenrss.”” 

Tue Frencn tn Cocnin () NA.—In consequence of a report made by Me 
de Montizny, French Consul at Shanghai, who was commissioned to visit the 
kingdoms of Siam and Cochin China, the attention of the Government was 
directed to the expediency of founding a commercial settlement in those countries. 
It 1s contemplated to found a maritime and commercial scttlement in the bay of 
Tour-ine, ove of the most advantageous positions in Cochin China. The Em- 
peror Gya-Long formeriy ceded this territory to Louis XVI, and it is considered 
to belong to France,

DISASTERS AT SEA. 

Tue ship Rari of Clarendon, with coals trom Sunderland to Macduff, went 
ashore on Fiiday night at Collie, a small collection of rocks lying off the 
harbour of Macduff. The mgit was very foggy. ihe ship filed tast, and the 
crew took to the boat, when suddenly the vessel gave a lurcii and feli over on her 

rt side. Unfortunately, as she fell she struck with her rigging the ship’s 

at, upsetting and sinking it, Two of the four men who had been on board of 
her, and a boy, struggled out from the wreck, and were picked up by the pilot’s 
boat. The other two men never appeared above the water. 

By a vessel recently returned from Faroe, intelligence has been received 
of the loss of the Coquette, of Raewick (a fishing vessel), with all on board. 
It appears that in the month of April she was driven by a severe current of the 
tide on a rock near Westman’s Haven, and driven to pieces, and that all ow board, 
thirteen in number, were drowned. One body came ashore, with an arm off, and 
was buried. Altogether, above si.ty lives have been lost in Shetland since jast 
Autumn. 

The Sea Nymph steamer came in collision off Flamborough Head, on the night

HOW THEY MANAGE IN THE LORDS, 

By-the-bye, it is as well here to give our readers two items of informa- 
tion’ First, proxies cannot be used when the llouse of Lords is in com- 
mittee, If, therefore, the “ Commons’ amendments” had to pass through 
committee, proxies would be of no avail; but the amendments will not 
be considered in committee, but by “the House,” and therefore Noble 
Lords may vote upon them by proxy; and, secondly, whereas in the 
Commons forty members must be present before the House can be made 
and business begun, in the Lords the presence of //ree L'eers constitute 


| the House. The philosophy of all this we do not presume to discuss, we 


only state the facts for the information of our readers, 


LOOKING BACK 

We are now in a much better position to see the result of the last 
general election than we were at the beginning of the session, ‘Then the 
151 new members wiich the country sent to us were unknown; now 
they have been tried, and what is the result? Well, during the session 
about GO new members have “ventured to address the House,” and this 
in our view is the “tottle of the whole.’ First, there is no first-class 
speaker aniongst them—not one. Secondly, the majority, as speakers, are 
below mediocrity. Better might be found in almost any meetianies’ insti- 
tution, And thirdly, very few indeed—not more than can be counted 
upon the fingers, leaving the spare digits in the majority—rise up to their 
respectable position. Clever men there are and useful, but no speakers 
that can fill the Louse, tush it into silence, and retain its attention. 

INCREASE OF BORES, 

Again, we have added greatly to the number of our bores by that general 
election. We lost some, it is true; bu alas! we have gained more, In- 
devd, we feir that every general election adds to this te:rible class. We 
had « fine specimen of what a bore ean and will do on the occasion 
of the “bringing up the report” of the Divorce Bill. Every one 
kuows what a protracted contest we have had on that measure, and how 
precious every moment of time breame at last. So conscious of this were 
all the principal members of the House on both sides, that on this ocea- 
sion they practised a remarkable reticence in speaking. It was Thursday 
morning—the House had ouly four hours for work, and a good deal of 
work to do, but as the members seemed more disposed to work than to 
talk, there was every probabilty of the work being done. And it was 
done ; but it was, as we say, a very close run, and the caleulations of the 
leaders were well nigh disappointed, for about three o’clock a Mr. Staple- 
ton arose to submit an amendment. Now, as all the members who had 
proposed amendments had proposed them almost swf sifentio 
—it surely would have been only modest in Mr. Staple- 
ton to have done the same, especially as there was no chance of his 
amendment being accepted, very little of his speech bein: lisccned to, and 
not the remotes: of its being reported. But, no! Ile had ot a speech 
ready, and he must deliver it. And deliver it he did. vdy listened, 
the reporters dropped their pencils, and threw themselves back on the 
benches, aed Mr. Attorney-General and the rest of her Majesty’s Ministers, 
who well knew that perhaps that speech might add a day to the session, 
dropped their heads apon their breasts in despair, whilst Hayter tidgetted 
about, now in the louse, now out of it, and anon looking at the ciock, 
whose minute-hand was slowly moving to the figure J2 0 At last, how- 
ever, Mr. S. sat down, The Attorney-General did not condeseend to say 
a word in reply. The Speaker put the amendment, which was silently re- 
jected as a matter of course, and the House finished its busiuess, Such is 
the Parliamentary Bore. He has nu taste, no teeling of propriety— 
whether men will hear or whether they forbear, he will have his 
and he always or mostly chooses the most inopportune time for saying it, 
Sometimes he rises shen the members are anxious for a division betore 
the dinner hour; but woe to him then if the division be important and 
the House be full. It is then that those storms arise which we have so 
often described, and which are part o\ the allowed though not legalised 
machinery for putting down bores. Sometimes he makes a practice of 
getting up late at night, when Disraeli has spoken and Lord Palmerston 
has replied. Mr. Wa.ner, late member for Norwich, was foud of doing 
this; but your practised Bore is unfortunately not easily put down, Not 
even Sir Peter Laurie or Alderman Cute could readily pat him down. We 
have known Mr. Warner stand his ground for an hour, amidst sucha storm 
of discordant cries, that not two words were heard consecutively of his 
whole harangue. The only time when the Parliamentary Bore is toler. 
able is the dinner hour, when all the hungry members are gone to satisfy 
their cravings, and all those that are left have dined, and are naturally dis- 
posed to sleep. Then the Bore is innocuous, ‘The Speaker, if not asleep, 
is certainly not wide awake. The Serjeant-at-Arms, conscious that there 
will be nothing for hin to do for an hour, has gone off into a reverie or 
auap. One minister only is left to keep wateh and ward on the Treasury 
Bench: and he also is in the land of dreams. And so are most of the mem- 
bers. Tie House is silent as death, excepting that you hear the voice 
of the Bore, which to the dozing members sounds like a blue fl) buz- 
zing on a window pane, and mingles with their dreams. Now it will 
naturally occur to our readers to ask, what can be the reason why a man 
should persist in speaking for an hour when nobody listens and nobody re- 
ports? To this query we have no answer to give. It is a phenomenon of 
common «ccurrence, but wholly inexplicable—one of those mysteries, like 
the origin of evil, the seat ot life, &c., which have bafiled in all ages the 
researches of philosophers—and there we must leave it. In the last 
louse we had many bores; but, as we have said, we have more in this. 
Mr. Ayrton, who might be a useful member, has already joined this 
class. Mr. Darby Grifliths is a confirmed bore. Mr, Puller must take 
care, or he will be one too, And we have many more, too numerous to 
name. 


MR, COX, 

Mr. Cox, the member for Finsbury, is not a bore. Fortunately he 
lacks the strength of wing, and is altogether too mercurial; but he is a 
remarkable member of Parliament. Ludeed we do not believe there ever 
was his parallel in the House before. He has only been in the House 
one session, and that a short one, and he has already made himself famous. 
On his first appearance as a speaker he electrified the House by uttering an 
opinion that paintings are useless things—proclaiming himself “a Goth”— 
and talking about “ cooking a goose.” And last week he outdid even this 
strange performance, by comparing Lord Palmerston to Wat Tyler. All 
our readers—even the most uncultivated of them—must remember the 
story of Wat Tyler, who, in the reign of Richard IL., knocked the poll-tax 
collector’s brains out, because he behaved indecently to Wat’s daughter, 
The occasion of this remarkable display by Mr. Cox was as follows :—It 
was late at night—or rather early in the moruing.

On their Lordships procecding lo consider the amendments to the Divorce and 
Matrimonial Canses Bill, 

Lord ReprspaLe opposed their consideration. He objected to the introduc- 
tion of local jurisdiction, and considered that the four new causes for which, bY 
the Commons’ amendments, a wite might sue for a divorce, were essentially 
erroveous, and that the remedy devised as a substitute for an action of crim. cou. 
was in fact nothing but « revival in a new form of that action itself, A tine ou 
the adulterer might be imposed without any such action. He also disapproved 
the clause which required clergymen who conscientiously objected to marry the 
divorced parties to surrender their churcties tor the performance of the ceremony. 
The parties might go before the registrar and then proceed to any parish in the 
kingdom where the clergyman was willing to perform the ceremony. It was 
evident, he observed, that the people were only just becoming sensiple of the 
probable effects of the bili, and to precipitate the measure was not doing justice 
either to the country or to Parliament. 

The Lonp CuancC#LLor said the arguments of Lord Redesdale did not refer 
tothe question whether the amendments should be taken into consideration 
then or that day six mouths, but whether those amendments were or were ot 
improvements of the bill. {hose amendments were ali such as their Loraships 
were competent to deal with at once, and the argument of Lord Redesdale tor 
delay proceeded upon an entire fallacy. : 

Lord Sr. Lkonann’s said he shiowld supprrt the amendment, because the oo’) 
alternative open to their Lordships was either to accept or reject the Commons’ 
amendments without consideration, The time at their Lordships’ disposal di 
not admit of that attention to the amendments which their importance required.

THE OLD, OLD STORY. 

A NEW surprise seems to await us at every turn of the Indian 
difficulty ; we have now Sir FP. Smith’s extraordinary statement, 
that the general commanding before Delhi is altogether unpro- 
vided with a single soldier capable of performing the work of a 
sapper aud miner, ‘This, of course, naturally enough accounts for 
the mutinous sepoys being up tothe date of the latest intelligence still 
in possession of Delhi; our troops being seemingly encamped in the 
neighbourhood simply for the purpose of acting as a sort of uuffer be- 
tween the rebels and the remainder of Bengal. It cannot be called 
even an investment, or a blockade; it is therefore hopeless to think 
of starving the rebels out, or of suddenly surprising them, because, 
thanks to the foresight of Aumpance Sahih, the city is well provided, 
and well for ified—fortified, in faci, by the Company on the most 
approved Enropean system, Delhi is abnudaatly supplied with farin- 
aceous stufls aud water, and boasts a perfec. rlethora ef ammunition ; 
as we bring up reinforcements so do they ; where, then, is the strug- 
gle toterminate ? Sir F, Smith says that the whoie of the Sappers aud 
Miuers belonging to the Kast India Company’s service deserved, That 
the natives belonging to that portion of the service did so, we can 
understand readily enough ; but how about the Europeans > We cannot 
fall into the idea that they went off alovg with the others, Now we 
find by reference to the statistics of the Company that the European | 
troops in Tndia, Queen’s and Company’s, previous to the mutiny, 
amounted to about 49,000, the former consisiing of cavalry and 
infantry, the latter of engineers, artillery, cavalry, and infantry. Tf, 
then, there ever existed European engineers, what has become of them ? 
have they been permitted to die out? Surely the H E.L.C. would wot 
resort to the Russian system of parading paper soldiers for the amuse- 
mentofthe public. We distinctly remeber seeing sappers aud miners 
at Warley Barracks and ai Addiseombe, but prooably they were ouly 
samples: the article, perhaps, has not been manu'‘actured in avy 
quantity. In fact it must be so, because if a corps of Enropean 
engineers was at the present time iu any part of [nuia, we canot 
help imaziuing it would be far better to move them to the camp 
before Dethi, than to send at this time of day a statemeat to England 
tha’ the army was at a staud still ior a corps of sappers and miners. | 

Without, however, pansing to inqmre who is right in this matter, 
aud who is in fault, we may observe that it was especially unfortunate 
the serious part of the war commenced on our side with a siege. In 
our atcacks ou fortified places im Tudia, we have not been at all times 
quite so success!ul as we coud have wished. Tu fac, so strongly 
has this opinion taken hod of the native mind, that while at all times

Hatrass, and Asseerghur; but too frequently iu our attacks upon the 
strongest torts or the rudest village zhurries, we have neglected to 
employ the proper means of effecting our object; and have in conse- 
quence expericuced repulses, or purchased our succesees with au unne- 
cessary sacrifices of Jives, Au officer of eminence siates thar out of 
seven storms at which he was present, he has seeu no less than tive 
tinguccessful, in which upwares of 120 Briush officers, and 3,000 men, 
were killed aud wound: d. | 

The general mistake seems to have been, that as the mutineers rushed | 
panic-stricken into the city of Delhi, all that tne besiegers had to — 
do was to rush in afier them, and pu themto the sword. Experience | 
has taught us that Delhi must be besieged io the usual way ; and as | 
no capitulation ean be allowed, it is not unlikely that the rebels | 
will hoid ii so long as a mau survives tu fire a gun; unless, like the 
Russians at Sebastopol, thy give us the slip—a proceeding which is | 
not by any means ompossible, when we consider the resources which | 
are open to them. By resources we mean the tacili‘ies they possess 
of ercaviug to and garrisoning the small hiil-foits and gourries of 
which so many still exist in India, and most of which, if properly de- 
fended, may be considered absolaely impregnabie. ‘lo give some 
idea of how easily these hill-toris may be de'ended, it is only necessary 
to meution the repulses we received in the two successive attacks 
of Kistnagberry in 1789 and 1791, by the mere rolling down of stoues | 
and large masses of granite on tbe assailing troops. 

Ir is impossible to estimate too highly the value of the scicutific 
acqnirements of the engineers in India, woere a simple bombardment | 
becomes a ma'ter of se much inconvenience and expense. ‘The ex- | 
teut of the difficulty of conveying shot to the advauced positions may | 
be appreciated by the kuowledge of the fact, that it is mostly trans- 
ported on bullocks, each bullock carrying only four eighteen-pound 
shot, ‘here haz consequently generally been a deficiency of shut, and | 
more especially towards the end of a siege, when rewards of one— 
quarcer of a cupee to two rupees a-piece have been offered for the shot 
brought in, according to the exigencies of the service, aud the number | 
of camp followers who may be disposed to risk their lives in this pur- | 
suit.

AN ESCAPE FROM DELHI. 


AMONGST our communica ions from India, we have received severa 
drawings sketched by participators in the dreadiul tragedies enacted 
in the Bengal Presidency, This week we engrave a representation 
of the escape of an English family resident a few miles from Delhi, on 
the road to Kurnaul, who were preserved, by the generosity of two pri- 
vates of the S4th Native Infantry, from the shockiag fate whieh belell so 
many unfortunate non-conbatants. 

These good men, our correspondent mentions, were, curiously enough, 
both Bralimins, and they, by threats, persuasion, and misdirection of strag- 
glers, eventually succeeded im preserving the small party of Kuropeans, con- 
sisting of Mr, Watson, his wite, children, mother, and sister-in-law, who lay 
concealed amongst the se.nty foliage growing in the iemediate neighbour- 
hood of their bungalow, while a large concourse of soldi+rs, consisting of the 
54th and 74th Native Intantry Regiments, assisted by Jauts and Goorkhas 


| from the adjacen! villaves, aud led by sowars of the 8rd Cavalry, burnt 


and wrecked their habitation, the flames from whieh not only scorched 
them where they lay concealed, but threatened every momeut to dis- 
cover them to the raging multituae around. 

When the fire subsided, Mr. W, and family were conducted twelve miles 
on the road to Meerut by these friendly Sepoys, and ultimately reached 
that wished-for asylum, after being stripped and robbed on the road, and 
having undergone ten days of hardship and suffering. 


THE GWALIOR CONTINGENT. 

Tite latest advices from India record the mutiny of the Gwalior and 
Indore contingents—a mishap that was searcely anticipated. It appears 
from a letter written by a gentleman who was many years in Gwalior, 
that this confidence arose from the mistaken supposition that these 
forces belong to the great Mahratta chiefs, our triends. The writer of this 
letter says:—‘1n no sense whatever, except in names, are these contin- 
gents the forces of Scindia and Holkar. They are, indeed, compelled to 
pay for them, without the scanty satisfaction of even handing over to them 
the money. The men were brought from Oude and the Doab, the very 
hotbeds of the insurrection and mutiny. They are the brothers, relations, 
or fellow-villayers of our own sepoys, raised and disciplined by our officers, 
paid by the honourable Company itself, although the cost is obtained ul- 
timately from the treasures of the chiefs. Not the name of a single sepoy 
or horseman is otlicially known to the government of these chiets. On the 
contrary, these contingents were raised and stationed near the capitels of 
Holkar and Seindia, tor the open and avowed purpose of crushing these 
chiefs and their miserable troops at the dictum of the political agent. It 
was not always so. Previous to 1836 the Gwalior contingent was 
essentially a Mahrattan foree, except im being officered by us; and, 
undoubtedly, had it remained so, the disgrace that has just overtaken 
it would never have oceurred, as between the Mahrattas and our Delhi- 
enamoured sepoys there could be no feeling of sympathy. In that

‘The keepers of lodgings say they never let their places so well, 
or get such full houses, as when some grandee lends them the support of 
his name. 

Beyond the parade, the view of France that will not be command ‘d, and 
the renown of 'ts patrons, there is little at Broadstairs particularly worthy 
of mention, unless we are permitted to meddle with military matters, and 
describe the defences of the town. There indeed could we fill column after 
column with details of the strong fortifications which have pveen raised ; 
and if no mention be made even of ramparts, parapets, moats, bastions, case- 
mates, orillons, we would at least give the history of the wonderful gate. 
way that was built by the big-hearted Calmer tor the defeuce 01 his ueiive 
town. We will briefly refer to this subject. 

When bluff King Hal, findmg himself inconvenienced through the want 
of ready money, was dissolving the religious houses th:oughout the country, 
as though they were so many lumps of sugar, England was in « consider- 
able siate of ferment. But a great hero had his eye upon the sigus of the 
times, and George Culmer, of Broadstairs, seeing that the moment for action 
had arrived, built his celebrated gateway for the defence of the Kentish 
coast generally, and most especially of his native town, The poliey of this 
measure none have ever doubted. ‘The good resulting fiom it ean never 
be properly estimated. When Mary Queen of Scots succeeded to the 
Scottish throne, Broadstairs proudly held aloof from all interference, 
although her fortified condition certainly en'itled her to a prominent posi- 
tion. It was not until three years later, when mortars and cannon were 
first made in England, that the foresight of the great George Culmer were 
fully appreciated by his fellow-townsmen. He must have smelt the coming 
powder, and had a crow’s-eye for a gun, to see fire-arms three years off, or 
perhaps felt them in the air like thunder, Thus did Culmer save Broad- 
stairs by fortifying it with a gateway. 

This celebrated gateway does not appear to the eye to be of much 
strength. In size it resembles the facade to a summer-house. It is 
built of shingle, with stone dressings, and is said to sweep the entrance to 
the town; it struck us, on the oceasion of our visit, that if it could be 
made to water it too, it would have been far more agreeable. 

The exact meaning of the word Broadstairs has been a matter of great 
dispute among the learned. Some have asserted that the locality was ori- 
ginally termed Bradistow, but how any etymologist, with “istow” written 
as plainly as the nose on his face, can expect you to pronounce it as 
“ stairs’ we are at a loss to comprehend. A few amongst these gentry have 
suggested that the place took its name from a sort of Jacob’s ladder cut in the 
cliff, near Chandos Place; but as the stairs of this ladder are not broad, and 
were built, moreover, only some filty years since, we dismiss this sugges- 
tion with becoming ignominy. 

At theend of the little pier that extends from the harbour out into the sea, 
a kindof rough marquee has been erected. It rather resembles those on the 
wharfs where the penvy steamboats ply. A painted canvas awning covers a 
kind of square deck, around which benches are ranged. Here of a morning 
repair young ladies, looking beautifully cool in their fluttering light dresses.

"The demoiselles often peep uy at the 
blue and pink dots, and try to discover which of the summer dresses belong ty 
their matawas or sisters. We take no interest in the inquiry. but remam 
contented with admiring their round outstretched throats, aud the pathetic 
beanty of their upturned eyes. 

Whilst we are on the pier, we will take a look at respectable Broadstairs. 
There is the whole history ot the place mapped out betore you. You can 
read in the stones of the houses the sermon of its life, and learn how it 
prospered aud increased in importance since it was a mere fishing villaze. 
Toe old settlement is huddled up in the hollow near the sea—the cottayes 
nestled together as closely as fowis roosting. This as the vulgar portion 
of the town—its clay and dust. There reside the common people, with 
sun-burnt faces and big hands, who work for their honest livings. We 
have nothing to do with them—our business is with rank and tashion, 
with the delieste-limbed and palo-faeed, who dance and sing, and could not 
carn money if they tried ever so much, but are thorouzhly acquainted with 
the art of spending ii. bor them the white houses perched up ou tne elills 
were built and furnishes. These dwellings have the regular sea-side stamp 
upon them—the three, four, or five guineas a-week stamp, with extra for 
attendance and boot-cleaning. ‘The drawing-rooms, with green verandahs 
to protect the eyes from the giare of the sur for quite three guineas 
per week, with ball-2-crown for the use of the kitehen fire. We know 
them. That's the pricy. 

Lr is so hot a day that every brick and stone spark'es in the glare of light, 
andthe slate roos are iridescent as plates of mother ov’ pearl. All the wiu- 
dows are thrown open to let in the sea breeze, and little figures strut like 
pigeons about the baicontes, 

OF} course there is a tlag-mast at Broadstairs. It stands on the top of a 
high cit, which is spotted all over with dabs of verdure, marking it in the 
faney-rabbit style, 
the Union Jack flying. All the shipping in Broadstairs harbour might 
floatima pond. There is a grubby, disreputable two-mast coul vessel 
lolling in the mud, restimg on its side, as though tired of floning, A 
row of variousiveshy ped fishing boatseare ranged on the 
‘like big shoes put out to be cleaned. The only eralt that seems to 
any life im heris the dune, and her sais are furied up tightly, as 
fie open-worked grating tor 
the feet to rest on, and the freshness of the paint, vouch for Aaaie’s 
honesty and virtue, and prove that she lives by pleasure parties, and not 
by smugghng, 

It is evident that Broadstairs is a fishing town, The port itself isa mere

At Broavstairs they have a peculiar metvod of building houses with 
sina! flat stones, which gives them a sheil work-box look. The ‘Tartar 
Frigate Inn is an eeceniric-looking tavern, evidently not rghit in its upper- 
storey. It is curiously dotted over with pebbles, and appears to be built 
with papers of silkworms’ eggs. 

‘There is no lack of amusement in the town, Broadstairs is gay as well 
as genteel. A party of ladies trot past us, earrying themselves so ex- 
quisitely, and looking so divinely fascinating, that adiwiration changes to 
adoration with a ilindoo’s fanaticism, We imagine that no happiness 
could exceed that ot being trampled to death by sueh delicious Juggernauts, 
But if the Amazons are fair, their steeds are seedy. They come trom a 
livery-stable, and have shallow hind-quarters and thin wrinkled chests. 

As we pass the poulterer’s shop, we observe that he only deals in rabbits. 
A pariy of little ladies, with open-work collars, and too, too many 
feathers in their hats, are pitying the rabbits beeause they are hanging 
from their hooks hesd downwards, and keep saving, “Voor! poor!” to 
their nurses, who evidently do rot share in their sympathy. 

At the library, where they also sell toys, keep a telescope, and take in the 
“Times,” wonderful stories are told of Mr. Luckens, who lived eigut years 
in a house close by, until growing tired of the patterns ou the wail papers, 
and being, perhaps, of an erratic disposition, he gave notice to quit, and 
removed to a desirable residence near the fort—that tall respectable- 
looking building which goes by the name of Bleak House. They evidently 
cherish his me. ory at the library, and date the events in their lives froma 
the happy time when the great novelist dwelt among them. We 
bouglit a packet of note paper here, and whilst the proprietress was 
wrapping it up, she could not heip sizhing over the departure of the taith- 
less Mr. Dickens, though she confessed, with a shake of the head, that 
“ten years were a very long time for such a gentleman to come to such a 
place.” 

There are two or three parties staying at Broadstairs who have brought 
their own carriages with them, and one of these vehicles is standing before a 
little house, which scarcely seems biz enough tora go.dfineh to live in; but it 
is beautifully tidy, with green railings in front, and a door-step as white as a 
very clean table-cloth. The coachman evidently, by his easy manners, con- 
siders himseli to be rusticating. He lolls on the box, and whisiles; 
and when a remarkably pretty little maid-servant steps out, laden with a 
bundle of shawls and a vile of novels, my lord of the box smiles at her, and 
chats with a levity of manner that would not suit Hyde Park or Belgrave 
Square. Another carrjage is standing in front of Foat’s, the confectioner 
and baker, and orders are evidently being given for some of the glass- 
looking jelly in the window, for a yloved-hand points like a peg-top at the 
confectionery. Here, too, a pretty girl, who has been eating pastry, as we 
see by the flakes of pie-crust on her cherry ribbons, calls out that “ Edwin 
is at the Hall ;” but beyond some exquisitely fond smiles and nodding of 
heads, this youth seems to excite among them no further interest, 

The Parade at Broadstairs is a charming spot. First, because the air 
from the sea comes sweeping irto your tace, forcing you to swallow thou- 
sauds of cubic feet of this marine liughing-gas. The breezes blow against 
the cheek, striking it as gently as a flight of butterflies, and leaving as much 
healthy colour behind as if the powdered wings had stained the skin, 
Very pale young ladies soon find their faces as pink as postage-stamps. 
Delicate damoiselles, who have no appetite in London, inquire anxiously 
when lunch will be reacy, and eat wondrous platefuls of bread and but- 
ter. Bottled stout is a favourite re(reshment ; and a leg of mution never 
manages to come twice to tabie. Secondly, because there is a magnificent 
flaysiaff hereabou's, and an enclosure dedicated to the cultivation and 
Improvement ot blue-bells.

RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 


On Monday the Brighton 130 p.m, fast train ran into some goods wagons 
which were in the act of being shunted just below the Reigate station to #low 
the passenger train to pass. The effect of the collision was to throw the engiie 
of the passenger train off the rails, The tender and guard s break did not lw 
the metuls, but several of the first and second-class carnages were thrown oll, 
aud their inmates much shaken. There were a great many passengers in !he 
train, and among them the Bishop of Oxford, and several other persons of dis 
tinction. Happily none of them appear to have been dangerously hurt. With 
respect to the cause of the accident, a passenger by the train writes as follows 
“Making my way through the ruins I at once looked for the engi: e-driver and 
stoker, whom I found unhurt, but very much frightened by the accident, wear 
the tender. ‘Tlow ever could this happen?’ I asked them, pointing to the 
danger signal which was up close before us. ‘Well, sir, there is no goou deuyine 
it,’ they replied, ‘we ran by the distan: signal without looking at it, being at the 
time engaged in putting coke on; when we came round the curve (tle line 
forms a curve at this spot) we perceived the second signal and pulled up at ouce, 
but too late to prevent the accident.’ T afterwards saw the guard, who had lis 
face very nuch cut, and IT asked him about it, when he said it was all the fau.t of 
the engine-driver, for he (the guard) saw the distant signal standing at danger, 
and put his break on in consequence, * Well,is there uo communication betweea 
you and the driver?’ Lasked. ‘Oh, yes; there is the wire,’ he replied, ‘but i! 
does not always work!’” The engine-driver was taken into custody, and was 
subsequently examined at the Town Hall, Reigate. The head guard deposed to 
the eflect that the distance signal at the Reigate station was set at danger, and 
the moment he saw it he applied the breaks, but without the desired effect. fhe 
engine-driver was then going at full steam. The case was remanded, the Cour! 
taking bail for the prisover in £200, 

The West Somerset Mineral Railway—a single line—was constructed for tli 
purpose of bringing the iron ore from the mines at Brendon Hill to Watchet, 
and it is the prartice for the workmen to run down upon the encine on Siturdiys 
toreceive their wages. Last Saturdsy an engine employed at the Road sater 
portion of the railway brought down the workmen, white the Watchet engine Was 
sent to fetch them. The consequence was that the two engines traversing the 
same line of rails came into collision about a mile from Watehet. One manu was 
killed on the spot, and twoo hers dicd in a few minutes after their removal, 
while six or seven others were lousiy injured, On hearing of the accilent 
the wite of one of the deceased men suddenly expired.

“Life Drama.” The City poems consist of * Horton,” “ The Night before 
the Wedding,” and “The Change,” which have all appeared before in 
periodicals ; and of three pieces of verse, which are quite new, namely— 
“Glasgow,” “ Squire Maurice,” and “ A Boy’s Poem.” 

The great faut of those poems in the volume which contain a story, is 
the rather important one that the story is badly told; not that it is clumsily 
narrated, but it is at the sume time left in the midst of so much obscurity 
that the reader has to construct the greater part of it himself. This ap- 
parent neglect occurs so often, that it is clearly the result of an inten- 
tion. But though a mysterious and poetical effect inay sometimes be pro- 
duced by merely hinting at the incidents of a story, it 1s necessary in such 
acase that the incidents should be of a very striking nature. Above all, 
it is essential not to repeat the process (for it is nothing but a process) too 
o'ten. ‘The reader seldom cares to be mystified three times running apropos 
of nothing particular, and though triviality of detail is doubtless very 
annoying, there is something -till more wearisome in utter vagueness, 

We shall not attempt to give any account of the subject of “ Horton,” 
sheltering ourselves gladly behind the plea that the poem has been published 
beore. It opens with a brief description of a conflagration, in which fire 
is versonified as a “hungry erimson fiend,” who (to quote three of the 
a hour's most vigorous and picturesque lines) — 

Will seize a house, crush in the roof, 
And leap and dance above lis prey, and throw 
His roaring flickering arms across the sky. 

Horton also contains a very beautiful “song,” as one of the character’ 
terms it, though most persons would call it au ode or a lyric. We will 
content ourselves by quoting merely the first two stanzas. 

On the Sabbath-day, 

Through the churchyard o'd and gray, 

Over the crisp and yellow leaves I held my rustling way; 

And amid the words of merey, falling on my soul ke balms, 

Mid the gorgeous storm of music, in the meilow organ calms, 

*Mid the upward streaming prayers, and the rich and solemn psalms, 
] stood careless, Barbara. 

My heart was otherwhere 

While the organ shook the air, 

Aud “he priest, with outspread bands, blessed the people with a prayer; 
But when rising to go howeward, with « mild and saint-like shine, 
Gievmed a face of airy beauty, with its heavenly eyes on mine— 
Gleamed and vanished in a moment—that face was surely thine, 

Out of heaven, Barbara! 

This is much better than Mr. Smith's satire, hut unfortunately we can 
find nothing in the remainder of the book at all equal to the above. However, 
taken by itself, and at the same time taken altugether (tor it must be re- 
membered that we have merely given the opening), it is superior to any 
part of the “Lite Drama,” aud the author may console himself with the 
reflection that he has «tall events done something to sustain the reputation 
whien was gained for him by his first production. Mr. Smith dislikes the 
word “reputation,” and describes one of his herues who cannot wait for 
“fame,” as having plucked 

Crude Reputation’s green and bastard crab, 

Which set his teeth un edge. 
Here Mr. Smith invites the satire which he had already offered by antiei- 
pation to his erities, And if a practised satimst should seize upon the 
author of “City Poems,” it is probable that le will not attempt to lash 
him with blank verse, according to the method of the City Poet himself, 
Who seems to forget that satires in losing their rhyme at the same time 
lose half their sting. The rhyme at the termination of a line acts like 
the knot at the end of a whip. 
__ In“ Horton,” as in all Mr. Smith’s peoms, there are many clever images, 
if the imagery is not always introduced in the best taste. Some of the 
comparisons are quite grotesque, and the author appears to labour per- 
petually under the notion that it is always necessary to compare some- 
thing to something else. Occasionally, an external resemblance is con- 
sidered quite sufficient to justify a comparison, although the resemblance 
may consist merely in a slight similarity of colour, Thus a purple-faced 
landlord with white hair is said to be— 

Like a red cabbage on December morn, 

as Crusted with snow. 
Thisis something more than grotesque; it may almost be spoken of as absurd- 

Of his dying hero—a lost and reckless man—thie pa on the other 
haud, says very finely— 

He died 
With a wild jest; *twas the last flash of flame 
Upon the blackened brand. 

The short poem on “Glasgow” is written with much feeling, and will 
doubrless be much liked by those who are fond of Glasgow—a sentiment 
Which we believe is confined exclusively to the natives. 

In“ Squire Maurice,” we have two characters of opposite natures—or per- 
haps of similar natures, but of entirely opposite habits and occupations— 
living in a quiet, secluded village, which one might suppose to be free from 
the ordinary viees of town, but where nevertheless the coarse Lovelace may 
be found seducing the red-cleeked Clarissa— 

Indifferent as a Lord to Hier despair— 

Squire Maurice is envied by Charles (his triend)—envied for his riches 
and his leisure, and for the happiness which, whatever poets may say to the 
contrary, is very generally the result of such an agreeable union, Squire 
Maurice, however, has unfortunately found nothing better to occupy him- 
telf with than the perdition of a little pale-faced village girl, who writes 
him a love-letter— 

A fond and flattering letter badly spelt, 
Each sentence headed with a litle 1. 

Maurice likes the poor girl too much to desert her, and himself too much 
to marry her, Accordingly, as far as we can ascertain, he pleases himself 
and the young lady too, by adopting neither of those courses, and this 
Simply because he fias not strength of mind to make the necessary election, 
lor his conscience still reproaches him to such an extent that he longs for 
the calm and peace in which the dull lite of Charles (his friend) has been 
assed. Charles is a lawyer, but he hates parchment, and appreciates 
eauty. Moreover, in spite of his profession, he can understand that 
Maurice is behaving dishonowrably ; but it is almost useless to reprove.

extent of £25,000 besides. Mr, Coppoek, of pariiamentary fame, seems to 
have been the acting director, and on him muen of the responsibility of the 
existing state of things rests. ‘The conductors of the “Times” hewspaper 
must feel highly complimented that such a man should have been chosen 
by the present Government to succeed the Tate Mr. Delane in a 
County Court Treasurership. 1 contess that 1 do not exactly know 
what the duties ef such a post are; but L trust that the imani- 
pulation of funds is not one of them, as the title rather seems to 
imply. The ehiel victim in the Surrey Gardens swindle seems to be 
poor M, Jullien, who stands as a ereditor for sbout £6,000, arrears of 
salary and cash advanced. ‘The public heartily sympathise with the mis- 
fortune of their favourite faust conductor, ana the reception accorded 
to him on Monday last at the tirst of the twelve final musical festivals that 
are now running, was truly entlusiastic. ‘The merit of the wan who first 
enabled the public to hear Sivor! and such artists for a shilling is very 

roperly not forvotten, TI believe by the kind co-operation of Mr. Wil- 
fert Beale, M. Jullien will derive some special benefit from those musical 
festivals, if suecessiul. M. Jullien’s proper place is, of course, his orchestra 
—he cuts a sad figure in the rostrum, Why he should have made con- 
fidants of the sharelio'ders the other day with respect to the amouut of his 
family expenditure, which he estimated at loss than £2 a week, Lam at a 
loss to conceive. Ilis talk, too, about sticking to his orchestra, aud dying 
therein, like the captain clinging to his sinking ship, was very ludicrous, 
though it was meant, I dare say, for a piece of pathos.

The same meeting instals Mr. Brunel as 
“consu ting er er’—Mr, Brunel, the originator of engineering phan- 
tasms, broad gauyes, Great Fasfern, Xe., and who wiil be entitled to a pro- 
minent place in the fools’ paradise where the shareholders in the Thames 
‘Tunnel will mect to sip their nectar, 

There is a rumour that the Greaf Eastern is languishing for want of 
funds. Another £100,000 is required to complete her; an. the call upon the 
shareholders, now due, 1s understood not to be responded to very promptly. 

The performances of the Tavistock House ¢ronpe, at Manchester, in aid 
of the Jerrold Fund, have been characterised by the most extraordinary 
success—nearly eleven hundred pounds having been takea by the two re-

‘This early sea- 
on, Which generally began a short time alter the thaw (for in thos? days 
there were winters), was supposed to be the one by wiueh the impresario 
lost all his money ; but this always appeares to us a verv doubttul theory, 
and recent experiments go a long way to prove its thorough tulsity ; for a 
Meer way now open his theatre in the middle of what would once have 
been called ihe opera season, and still contrive to lose several thousands 
long before the rising of Parlirment has proclaimed the termination of the 
ordinary musical year, However, if the performances before Master are 
definitively lost—and, after all, they were not more attractive to musical 
ice than the spring meeting at Kaster is to the sporting world—we have 
been astonished this year by the phenomenon of an operatic season com- 
meneing at the end of August, and which will moreover be much regretted 
when it is brought to a premstare conclusion at the beginning of Septem- 
ber. Nor is the conipany now periorming at the Princess’s composed 
(as is generally the case in such speculations) of the remnant of a 
first-rate company afler all the first-rate singers have gone either 
to the English provinees or to the French or Russian capital. 

The opera selected for the opening night was the “ Traviata.’ Mario 
played the infatuated, mean, and eminently French lover, and, as usual 
made the character a little betier than tolerable, simply by the effect of his 
own manner and deportment. In the tinale to the second scene of the 
second act, it is impossible to offer a woman the grossest insult imaginable 
in x more gentlemanly manner than Mario, Of the singing of the cele- 
brated tencr we need scarcely say much at present, having so often had 
oceasion to praise his performance of the part of Aliredo daring the recent 
operatic season at the Lyceum. 

Having stated that Signor Dracone, the original representative of 
“Germon’,” has a weak voice, accompanied (bul not redeemed) by the 
best intentions, we need only add that Madame Gussier sings the music of 
Violetta in her usual brilliant and finished style, and that she is especially 
sucessful in the bravura air which terminates the first act. 

On Tuesday Grist appeared as Norma and Madame Gassier as Adalgisa, 
Reichardt being the Vollio. 

On the third might Mario was the Duke (in “ Rigoletto”), Madame 
Gassier Gilda, Dracone the buffoon, and Alboni Madalena., Such casts 
really deserve the epithet of “ unprecedented,” which managers are so fond 
of usiog, with or without propriety.

Iv the statements made at » meeting of the shareholders of the Surrey Gar- 
dens Company on Friday, aud at tue Court of Bankruptey on Saturday, be core 
rect, this company may not improperly claim to be placed inthe same rank o 
t 5 the Koyal British Bank. According to the statement of the 
sharehold at the mecting on Friday, it would seem that one of the original 
promoters of the company held a mortgage to a very considerable amount on 
the Surrey Gardens, and that the lease of the land upon which the mortgage 
was lield tid only fourteen years to run, so that it would be impossible tor 
him to realise the amount advanced. Lt was thereto e determined to get up a 
Company, witha capital of £40,000, to ercet a splendid burlaing on the ground 
and then, at allevents, the mortgagee would be safe. Phis was effected; pros: 
pee ees Were issued; the shares were rapidly & + cn ap, and some £32,000 were 
paid up, At this potut one or two of the direct rsretired, This circumstance 
might at any other time have excited sus) but the pieture presented to 
the shareliolders was so glowing that not mi sttention was pad to anything 
else. The inauguration went off aduurably, ° 1 the first half-yearly meen g 
the most flattering financial statements were « ce—a dividend of ten per cent. 
per annum was announced, and the labiliies sedecutred to be no more than 
the mere curreut expenses. The report was ¢ cried by acclamation, with the 
exception of a resolution proposed by the dice «rs, embodying a vote of indem- 
nity up to that period, This was demurred to at the time by a few sharehold- 
ers, but the resolution was promptly carrie !; for who could doubt those who 
had paid £10 per cent. in so short a time, re held out hopes of a lasting 
dividend of at 15 per cent.” 

During the present season unpleasant rum 14 wer at about persons not 
being paid, aud about post-dated cheques havi g been freeiy offered, und share- 
holders began to be uneasy. At leneth, one fine morning, the company ap- 
peared in the * Guzette” Then, and not till then, did the truth come out.

THE ARMOUR COURTS AT THE MANCHESTER 
EXHIBITION. 

One very interesting section of the Manchester Exhibition is the ad- 
mirable collection of armour which has been got together, chiefly from 
Goodrich Court, Windsor Castle, and the’Tower of London, A glance at 
the engraving overleaf, which represents a mere nook in one of the 
courts, will give the reader some idea of its character. The utn ost pains 
have been taken with the arrangement and class ion of the various 
suits ; and the “ Chronological Note” which Mr. Planché has contributed 
to the Catalogue is certainly a very valuable guide to those who feel dis- 
posed to trace cur gradual progress in military equipment from the days of 
the Plantayenets to the time of the ‘Cudors, when, as we all know, the in- 
vention of fire-«rms produced a great change in military costume. 

From the Note by Mr. Planché, above referred to, we extract a few 
paragraphs. Mr. Vlancheé sets out by observing, that with the exception 
of a spur or two, the most ancient of the articles in the collection 
are of a date considerably posterior to the Conquest. He then in- 
forms us, that with the Llauberk, or shirt of linked chain, whieh 
in the course of the 12th and 1éth centuries became the principal 
defensive body armour of the knight throughout Europe, was worn a large, 
cambrous, evlindrieal flat-topped helmet (the Heaume of tie Normans), 
with a transverse opening for the sight only. One of these has been con- 
tributed to the Exhibition by the Earl of Warwick, and is considered to be 
the only specimen of its class yet discovered. Next to it in point of date, 
but certainly not inferior to it in interest, is the heaume with a grated 
vizor opening with a hinge, from the national collection at the Tower o 


London, which is of the kind visible on the great seals of Henry LIL, and 
others of that period. This form continued to be used during the reign of 
Edward I., but towards the close of it the crown of the heaume became 
convex, and, finally, conical. To the hauberg of chains 
loons) of the same material had been added in the 12th century, and to 
both were now superadded protections of plate.

ALEXANDER SMITH. 

ALEXANDER Smrru, who again 
makes his appearance before the world 
in the character of Poet, was born on 
the Slst of December, 1830, in the 
little manulacturing town of Kilmar- 
nock, where his father was a drawer of 
patterns. ‘The boyhood of the poet was 
passed between his native place, Pais- 
ley, and Glasgow ; and while at school 
in the latter town, he manifested such 
ardour in the pursuit of knowledge that 
his relatives destined him for the pulpit. 
\ severe illness, however, suddenly ter- 
minated his course of tuition ; and family 
circumstances proving adverse to the 
project of his figuring as a minister of 
religion, Mr. Smith became, at an early 
age, adesigner of patterns for one of 
the lace factories in Glasgow. 

It was while pursuing this oeenpa- 
tion— which, be it understood, is by no 
means merely mechanical—that Mr. 
Smith, about his seventeenth year, began 
lo practise the divine art; and while at 
his daily avocations, composed many of 
those pieces which have since given 
him celebrity. His fame, ere long, 
gradually erept along the banks of the 
Clyde, but did not, for a time, enable 
him to emerge from obscurity. Indeed, 
the encouragement he received was not 
such as to raise very ardent hopes—if, 
4s we have been informed, a phrenolo- 
gist who examined his head declared 
that he was intended by nature for a 
chemist or drysalter; and another 
Person yave him the assurance that he 
would never be a poet, unless he first 
became re ident at Duuoon. 

At length Mr, Smith, disregarding 
‘he hints and = suggestions of his 
triends, forwarded the manuscript of 
the“ Life Drama” to Gilfillan, and that 
reverend critic, on discovering the merit 
possessed, published some passages, 
accompanied by laudatory comments, in 
Me “Critic? and the “ Eclectic Re- 
view In the columns of the former 
Periodical the poem appeared in 1852, 
and excited considerable interest, In

Was published in London, with other 
poems, in a volume, and won from me- 
tropolitin and provincial erities imme- 
diate applause.

Certain 
alarmed erities are erying out that poets now-a- 
days are altogether wrong, that they have strayed 
from the paths of their fathers; that if Poetry 
would again be strong and healthy, she must, like 
Antieus, touch the earth, and draw from thence a 
new supply of strength and beauty. ‘This outery 
is, however, in a great measure useless, No other 
kind of poetry could be written at present; its 
seeds were sown in the past—it is the necessary 
result of our circumstances.” 

In 1855, Mr. Smith, in conjunction with the 
author of “ Balder,” published a small volume of 
“Sonnets on the War.” And now we have the 
“City Poems,” of which, as we have given an 
opinion elsewhere, we may be silent upon in this 
place.

MONUMENT TO CAPTAIN LYONS. 

A MONUMENT to the memory of the brave son 
of Admiral Lyons, who, having done signal service 
in the Sea of Azof, was afterwards killed in a night 
attack on Fort Constantine, has been erected in 
St. Paul’s Cathedral. It is placed there by his 
brother officers of the Miranda, in which ship he 
was killed. Mr. Noble, from whose hands the 
tablet comes, has chosen a difficult design, but he 
has accomplished it in a bold, original, and satis- 
factory manner, ‘To describe the monument is 
needless, as our readers have a faithful engraving 
of it before them, ‘The inscription runs as fol- 
lows :—

CAPTAIN EDMUND MOUBRAY LYONS, 
Royal Navy, 

Son or Rean-ADMIBAL Sink FomMuUND Lyons,

MURDER ON THE HIGH SEAS. 

A Liverpoor Jury have decided that sailors are not to be barbrrously killed 
on the hich seas with impunity. They have convicted Rogers, Miles, and 
Seymour, the master and mates of the Martha Jane, for the murder of Andrew 
Rose, a seaman who peristed nuder their brutalities. The case stands out even 
among the records of ill-treatment by bad officers of merchant-ships for the res 
volting cruelty with which Rose was treated. He appears to have been a man 
of weak intellect; he was shopped at Barbadces; on the voyage to England he 
was constantly maltreated by the prisoners, not merely by the ewstomary beat- 
inus, but with novel kinds of torture—a dog was tanght to worry him, he was 
cuciosed in a small water-cask for twelve hours, and finally he was hung by the 
neck !—half a minute longer of suspession and ts life would have been goue at 
once; he did die a few davs after. Then his corpse, ina frightful state, was 
pitched into tt The jury eccompanied their verdict of “ Wilfal Murder,” 
wit arecommendation to mercy—why, is not stated. Mr. Baron Watson sen- 
tenced the culprits to be hanged; beseeching them not to rely on the Jury's re- 
commendation, but to make the best use of their time in preparing tor death. 
Nhe convicts appeared to be quite indifferent. 


Mvurpvek AND Sutcrpe.—A desperate Irish faction row broke out in Dudley 
on Friday last between two men named Hickey and Higgins, which ended inthe 
former rushing into a butcher’s shop, taking up a kmite from the block, and 
plunging it ioto his fellow-countrynian’s bowels, causing bis death. Hickey was 
thereupon taken into custody, and on Mouday he banged himself in his cell. 
He had chalked the following words (supposed to be »ddrcssed to his wife) on his 
ceil-door :—“ Lf you do what [told you f would not lose my life. May the Lord 
have merey on the soul 1 have talen, through drunkenness; and the Lord have 
mercy on mine! Go to your chid, and go tomy sister. Do the best you can for 
your children, I forgive, aud God forgive you.” 

Arremprep Mumper IN MiL.bank Puison.-—One o! the sub-warders of this 
prison narrowly escaped assassination on Friday, the 2lst, at the hands of 4 
penal class convict named James Gorman, who has already, in other prisons, 
made two attempts to murder oflicers wider whose charge le has heen placed.
